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Commissioners apprehensive 
about county-wide dispatch 
implemented by Fiscal Court

As reported in the Hickman 
Courier on June 21, the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court voted to 
establish a county wide dispatch 
after the Fulton Commission 
voted to possibly contract with 
the Kentucky State Police for 
dispatching services. “The 
Fiscal Court met and decided 
to start a county wide dispatch 
to honor a contract the City of 
Fulton had with the ambulance 
service and the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Department for 
dispatching services,” stated 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher during a July 9 
Hickman Commission meeting. 
“After we decided to establish 
the county wide dispatch we 
presented a proposal to the City 
of Fulton to contract for a fee of 
$75,000 and they have decided 
to accept it within 60 days,” 
explained Judge Gallagher. “I 
have discussed this with Larry 
Myatt as well and I am here 
tonight to answer questions you 
may have regarding our plans.” 

Judge Gallagher went on to 
explain that the dispatch services 
would be located in a room of 
the Fulton County Detention 
Center. “It will be apart from 
the jail itself,” he said. “It will 
be a self-contained dispatch 
center under the Sheriff’s Office 
because of the NCIC.” He 
further explained that they are 
looking into becoming a PSAP 
to handle their own 911 calls 
and to bring in monies to fund 
the dispatch center. The county 
is going to run it.” 

City Manager Myatt then 
presented budget figures to 
the commission on the city’s 
dispatch department. With 
three full-time and three part- 


time employees, their taxes, 
insurance, retirement benefits, 
training expenses, operating 
supplies, office equipment 
maintenance, telephone costs, 
and uniforms the city budgeted 
$ 142,650 for the coming year. “If 
the commission were to accept 
the Fiscal Court’s proposal 
of a contract for $75,000 for 
dispatching services, we could 
potentially save $67,650 in the 
first year.” 

Each commissioner was 
given time to ask any questions 
of Judge Gallagher regarding 
the Fiscal Court’s proposal. 
Commissioner Barbara Yandal 
asked if the current employees 
working for the Hickman 
dispatch center would be 
guaranteed to be hired. Judge 
Gallagher answered no. He 
did add that the county wide 
dispatch would be modeled 
as the two currently operating 
in the cities of Hickman and 
Fulton with three to four full¬ 
time employees and three part- 
time employees. The reality is 
that some people would lose 
their jobs if both cities were 
to contract with the county for 
dispatch services. 

Commissioner Phillip 

Williams asked how many 
employees Fulton’s dispatch 
center has and he was told four 
full-time. He also mentioned 
that calling 911 and having to 
be transferred to Mayfield is a 
nightmare. “It would be quicker 
just to call the police station 
direct,” he said. 

Judge Gallagher did say that 
if Fulton County achieves PSAP 
status they would then handle 
their own 911 calls.

Levee Board proceeds with relief well and rip rap projects

All needed signatures were 
acquired by the Fulton County 
Levee Board by the end of June 
allowing them to proceed with 
the Island 8 Relief Well Proj¬ 
ect. The next step will be for 
the Army Corps of Engineers to 
let the project out, receive bids, 
accept a bid and then begin the 
installation of 112 relief wells. 

With the project moving for¬ 
ward the board discussed tim¬ 
ing and strategy to clean out 
the pump station ditch during 
a special called meeting on 
Thursday, June 28. The board 
discussed the possibility of re¬ 
ceiving an estimate utilizing 
an aquatic track hoe to perform 
part of the work. Discussion on 
the work to be performed at the 
pump station ditch continued on 
Wednesday, July 11. 

Even with the extreme drought 
conditions, the ditch still has 
water in it and the ground is not 


dry enough for them do what 
they want to do from inside the 
ditch. Secretary/Treasurer Jim 
Major asked if the Corps could 
come and look at it and make 
some recommendations on how 
to proceed to clean it out. Levee 
Board President David Weath¬ 
erly stated he has spoken with 
some of their engineers in the 
past about the task. 

Weatherly suggested they rent 
a long boom track hoe to clean 
it out from the top bank, noting 
trees in the area of the ditch will 
hamper the project. Some farm¬ 
ers will be affected by cleaning it 
out because the dirt coming out 
of the ditch needs to go some¬ 
where. If any trees are removed, 
they have to be disposed of, as 
well. 

If they work from the bank, 
they won’t have to wait for it to 
be completely dried out before 
they begin the work. The board 
wants to schedule the work when 
the crops are out of the fields. 


Some of the board members 
met with Slick and Allen Parker 
between the two meetings to 
discuss their suggestions on 
how to approach the task. 

On Wednesday, July 11, talk 
continued as all five board mem¬ 
bers want to ensure they get the 
most for their money. “We only 
have $50,000 to spend,” said 
Weatherly. Realizing that they 
need to proceed with the work 
during the most opportune time, 
Larry Langford made the mo¬ 
tion to rent a dozer after the 
recent weather settles down a 
bit. “We can use the dozer for 
a week as a trial,” he said. All 
agreed and Langford’s motion 
passed unanimously. If they are 
happy with the progress, they 
will meet again and possibly 
bring in a track hoe to continue 
the work. The ditch was con¬ 
structed by the Corps in the 
1970s. No large scale cleanout

Commission looks to Chief Grogan for 
plan to implement city sticker ordinance

The majority of the Hickman 
Commission meeting held on 
July 9 was spent discussing 
a proposal from the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court to provide 
dispatch services for a fee 
of $75,000 for the first year 
through a county wide dispatch. 
Many points citing reasons 
to keep the dispatch service 
already established by the city 
were discussed among all four 
Commissioners, Mayor David 
Lattus and City Manager Larry 
Myatt. No decision was made 
at that time. (The discussion 
between Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher and 
the commission can be found 
in the article titled “ “on the 
front page of today’s Hickman 
Courier.) 

Looking to find a way to 


enforce the city sticker and 
occupational license ordinances 
Mayor Lattus addressed Police 
Chief Tony Grogan asking 
him to present a plan to the 
Commission during the August 
meeting. City stickers are 
required by all residents of 
Hickman and those who work 
within the city limits, at least 
three days a week. They are 
$10 a year and there is a late fee 
when purchased after May 1. 

Occupational licenses are 
required by businesses operating 
within the city limits. Business 
owners not currently compliant 
should call city hall for more 
information. Businesses that 
operate from another location, 
but perform work in the city 
limits are required to have a 
yearly licenses as well.

Issues exist with new swing floodgates following inspection 


An inspection of the new swing 
floodgates took place on Friday, 
June 29, with a three man crew 
operating the gates during the 
inspection. Hickman has two of 
the largest steel swing gates in the 
project, which included four sites 
in Missouri, Arkansas, Kentucky, 
and Illinois. Approximately 25% 
of the total contract work was 
located in Hickman. Members 
of the Corps of Engineers along 
with Mayor David Lattus, City 
Commissioner Charles Choate 
and Public Works Director Mike 
Hartigan and others were on hand 
for the inspection. When closing 
each of the floodgates an issue 
was discovered when they tried to 
close the gates. “They wouldn’t 
close all the way,” stated Mayor 
Lattus. “It seems that the bolts, 
possibly from the weight of the 
doors, have been stripped and the 
floodgates would not close com¬ 
pletely.” 

Hartigan discussed the impend¬ 
ing issues with the City Commis¬ 
sion on Monday evening, July 9. 
Mayor Lattus and Hartigan do 
not want to accept responsibility 
for the maintenance of these new 
floodgates until all issues are ad¬ 
dressed. 

The Caruthersville Area was 
responsible for the oversight and 
administration of this contract. 
The prime contractor was “My 
Company”, from Topeka, Kan., 
and the primary subcontractor 
was Artisan Construction out of 
Cape Girardeau, MO. 

The overall contract was 
awarded in September of 2010 
for approximately $2.5 milli on 
and three total steel gates were in¬ 
stalled in Hickman to close gaps 


in the flood wall. 

“The intentions of this project 
is to make improvements to the le¬ 
vee system and the project deliv¬ 
ery team in the Memphis District 
considered ways of improving the 
sponsor’s role (City of Hickman) 
in closing the flood wall open¬ 
ings during flood periods. The 
modernization of the flood walls 
to contemporary design standards 
will result in a higher level of reli¬ 
ability for the overall system and 
at the same time will reduce the 
economic hardships placed on the 
local sponsors to operate,” stated 
Donny Davidson. 

“The modifications eliminate 
the need for offsite storage areas 
and equipment to transfer and 
install the stop log system. Instal¬ 
lation of stop logs was a labor in¬ 
tensive effort that had to be initi¬ 
ated days in advance of projected 
river stages approaching the base 
elevation of the flood wall. This 
effort overly restricted access to 
industry and boat ramps located 
river side of the the flood wall,” 
he continued. “The ease of use 
of closing the swing gates will 
greatly reduce the sponsor’s time 
and cost.” 

Davidson added that the overall 


contract is substantially complete 
and will finish ahead of sched¬ 
ule sometime in July. “We are in 
the final stages of addressing all 
punch list items and making ad¬ 
justments as necessary at each 
site. We will turn this project over 
to the city of Hickman in the very 
near future to operate and main¬ 
tain. Larry Myatt, City Manager 
and his team, particularly Mike 
Hartigan have been instrumental 
in this endeavor and his staff have 
provided invaluable assistance in 
these final stages of inspection. 
Once all final items are addressed 
at the Hickman site, the city will 
have a more modem, reliable and 
effective flood protection system 
in place.” 

“These gates will not be accept¬ 
ed by the Corps until all issues are 
fully addressed,” added Davidson. 
“These pre-final inspections serve 
to identify any outstanding issues 
that need to be addressed prior to 
final inspection and subsequent 
turn over to the city.”

Information for CRP participants 


The USD A Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) announces the 
opportunity for Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) 
participants to request 
authorization to conduct 
emergency haying or grazing 
on specific CRP Acres. 
Authorization is based on the 
current U.S. Drought D2 or 
higher designation for Hickman/ 
Fulton County. Eligible 
producers who are interested in 
Emergency Haying or Grazing 
of CRP land located in Hickman/ 
Fulton County must request 
and obtain individual written 
approval from FSA before 
any haying or grazing starts. 
Participants will be assessed a 
10 percent payment reduction 
on their annual rental payment 
for the acres actually hayed or 
grazed. 

Interested CRP participants 
are required to submit a request 
to FSA and obtain a modified 
conservation plan to hay and/ 
or graze under emergency 
provision. The same acres 


may not be hayed and grazed 
under the same emergency 
designation. Emergency haying 
or grazing is not allowed within 
120 feet of any stream or water 
body. Specified portions of each 
field or contiguous fields must 
be left or grazed with limited 
stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing 
is restricted to specific practices 
that are 12 months past being 
determined as fully established 
by the agency. Introduced 
and permanent native grass 
practices enrolled under general 
CRP practice eligibility are 
among those eligible practices. 
Approved emergency haying 
and grazing may not start until 
August 2. Approved haying 
authorization will end not later 
than August 31. Approved 
grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30.

Summer football practice 
began on Monday, July 16 for 
Fulton County Pilots Head 
Football Coach Deatrik Kinney. 
Kinney, now in his third year, 
started workouts Monday 
morning with approximately 16 
players during the first week. 
“Many players are working or 
out of town right now,” he said. 
“We do look to field a team 
of about 25 players when the 
season starts.” 

Looking ahead to the 
upcoming season Kinney will 
be looking toward his seniors to 
being the leaders of the squad. 
“I have been with these players 
since their eighth grade year as 
Jr. Pilots,” he said. “I am looking 
for all of them to step up into 


wanted to know if the city elects 
to pay the $75,000 fee would 
the city have any input on how 
the Fiscal Court runs the county 
wide dispatch center.

“We tore down 
a landmark building in this 
city, the Hickman School, to 
place a Public Safety building 
there because of its location 
to best serve dispatch, fire and 
ambulance. We did this basically 
for the safety of our dispatchers 
who were in open view of those 
who entered the old fire station 
building.” 

Commissioner Choate further 
added other key points including 
the following: 

• We have the highest 
location in the county to host 
communications. 

• We have spent money on 
equipment, maintenance and 
training for this department. 

• The city is responsible for 
providing this service to city 
residents, not the county. 

He added that Fulton County 
is at the top of the list in the state 
in unemployment numbers and 
eliminating this service from the 
taxpayers would put current city 
employees out of work. “These 
people pay utilities, taxes, own 
homes and spend their money 
in Hickman businesses,” noted 
Commissioner Choate. 

“Our dispatchers provide a 
valuable service for the city, our 
departments and its residents,” 
he continued. “The job of the 
dispatcher goes far beyond their 
title.” He went on to describe 
two recent scenarios where 
dispatchers were on hand to 
help in a crisis situation. 

If the dispatch center is no 
longer housed in the public 
safety building Commissioner 
Choate asked, “Who would take 
police tips, provide information 
to lost motorists, secure the 


leadership roles and make some 
big plays.” 

Returning speedster 

Damontrell Pierce will be one 
of those players, especially on 
special teams, to make big plays. 
“I am also looking at Jamaal 
Crumble, Ricky Bagley and 
Garrett Walters, to step up.” 

Kinney likes to prospect of 
his incoming freshmen group.

Our department 
is operating every day. Instead 
of the Sheriff’s department 
using the Hickman dispatch 
the county decides to build 
their own, but hopefully with 
the assistance of our dollars. 
To me, the county government 
can make the move they want to 
make. I do not understand why 
they want to spend thousands of 
dollars to set up something that 
we already have functioning.” 

He reiterated that the 
Commission has an obligation 


into that role and catch some 
balls for me,” he added.

has been performed on the ditch 
since then. 

The second item discussed 
during the called meeting was 
the Rip Rap Project. “It is about 
ready to be finished up,” stated 
Weatherly. The preliminary 
work has been taken care of and 
the project will be let out almost 
at the same time as the Relief 
Well Project. The only matter 
of business for the board was 
to approve a motion to buy out 
the CRP easement on a five-acre 
tract of land so the dirt located 
on the land can be harvested 
to use as cover in the Rip Rap 
project. The cost to buy them 
out is $6,500. “The Corps will 
reimburse us for this expense,” 
added Weatherly. 

Additional dirt needed for the 
project will come from spoil 
piles near the Lake 9 pump sta¬ 
tion located on Sanger family 
land. The spoil piles were creat¬ 
ed when the pump station ditch 
was originally dug. 

Obtaining dirt from both these 
places will help keep the cost of 
the project down. “It is quite 
costly to truck in dirt,” Weath¬ 
erly said. 

Andrew Smother, with the 
Corps, was in Fulton County on 
July 11 to meet with levee board 
members and affected landown¬ 
ers regarding the impending 
project, with an estimated start 
time of August or September.

The PADD office is looking for 
the Commission to recommend 
someone from the area to serve 
on a transportation/economic 
development committee. The 
Commission tabled making a 
decision until City Manager 
Myatt finds out if the appointee 
should be a resident of the city 
or can be someone employed at 
a business in the city limits. 


With natural gas prices at 
some of their lowest, City 
Manager Myatt has been 
exploring options to purchase 
gas ahead of time, placing it 
in storage. He reminded the 
commissioners to factor in 
transportation, management 
and miscellaneous cost. “Gas 
to the customers would be less 
this year than last year,” he 
added. “It was pretty affordable 
last year. Consumers didn’t use 
much gas much because it was a 
mild winter last year.” 

A self help grant, maximum 
of $250,000, can aid the city 
with making needed repairs 
to water lines located within 
the city. The grant application 
deadline is September 4 and 
the Commission directed City 
Manager Myatt to solicit the 
aid of the PADD office with the 
application. In order to utilize 
the grant the city would have to 
perform the labor themselves, 
not use a construction company 
to do it. Public Works Director 
(PWD) Mike Hartigan and 
Danny Pruett have said they can 
handle the work. 

PWD Hartigan also discussed 
the recent need for three water 
boil orders as water leaks occur 
due to the ground shrinking. This 
is an affect from the drought. 

Mayor Lattus, PWD Hartigan 
and Commissioner Choate 


were on hand during a recent 
inspection of the new floodgates 
down at the seawall on Friday, 
June 29. PWD Hartigan did 
mention some issues with 
closing the gates because of 
some torn threads. “They have 
a problem with all 42 gates that 
they (Corps) have installed,” 
said PWD Hartigan. “They 
didn’t compensate for the size 
of the bolts.” He also said he 
was working with the Corps on 
an idea to resolve the issue. 

“We want them to take 
care of it before they turn the 
responsibility of maintaining 
them over to us,” added Mayor 
Lattus. 

PWD Hartigan also discussed 
repairing Wellington Street 
and the condition of temporary 
speed humps on Park Street 
with the Commission. 

Mayor Lattus also recognized 
the Hickman Wildcats players 
and coaches on their scuccessful 
season. “They have represented 
out city well,” he said. 

The Commission went into 
executive session to discuss 
personnel and returned to open 
session approximately 30 
minutes later with no decisions 
or votes taken. 

The next meeting of the 
Commission is slated for 
Monday, Aug, 13 at 7 p.m. at 
City Hall.

now,” he said. “Record heat 
combined with low water re¬ 
sults in little to no dissolved 
oxygen in the water, making 
streams susceptible to isolated 
fish kills.” 

Western Kentucky is bear¬ 
ing the brunt of the heat and 
drought. A significant fish kill 
recently occurred on the Pond 
River north of Madisonville af¬ 
ter a brief rain shower pushed 
a slug of heated water contain¬ 
ing little or no dissolved oxy¬ 
gen downstream. The fish kill 
mainly affected catfish, but carp 
and buffalo fish were also vic¬ 
tims. Biologists with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife recorded wa¬ 
ter temperatures of 95 degrees 
in the river. 

Other isolated fish kills have 
recently been reported where 
Clear Fork Creek meets the Gas¬ 
per River in Warren County; at 
Russell Creek in Adair County; 
at Beargrass Creek in Jefferson 
County; and a tributary to Stoner 
Creek in Bourbon County. Low 
water flows can cause streams 
to stagnate. As a result, fish may 
die in intermittent pools due to a 
lack of oxygen. 

Fish kills should be reported 
to the fisheries district biolo¬ 
gist serving the affected area. 
The public can find the phone 
numbers of district fisheries bi¬ 
ologists on page 31 of the cur¬ 
rent Kentucky Fish and Boating 
Guide, on the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov, 
or by calling the department toll 
free at 1-800-858-1549. 

“Once normal flows return, 
stream sections will repopulate 
with fish through the migration 
from other areas,” Ross said. 


Part of fee will support state

“The T Support Veterans’ 
license plate will give an 
opportunity for all Kentuckians 
who wish to support veterans’ 
services to do so, and to show 
that support by putting this 
license plate on their vehicle,” 
said Rep. Tanya Pullin, who 
chairs the House Committee on 
Veterans, Military Affairs and 
Public Safety. “I was pleased to 
have sponsored the bill in the 
2011 Session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly that created 
this special plate. It will create 
additional revenue to be used 
by the Kentucky Department 


Support Veterans license plate 
purchased. Those funds will 
enable us to keep programs that 
help veterans directly, including 
filing benefit claims, getting 
help finding jobs, maintaining 
their homes, and accessing other 
services.” 

In addition to working with 
veterans to help them obtain 
the state and federal benefits 
they have earned, the Kentucky 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
also operates three veteran 
nursing homes in Wilmore, 
Hazard and Hanson, and veterans 
cemeteries in Hopkinsville, 
Radcliff, Williamstown and 
Greenup County. Veterans’ 
benefits field representatives 
serve veterans locally in 17 
field offices throughout the 
state. KDVA is also planning 
a new veterans nursing home 
in Radcliff and a new veterans 
cemetery in Leslie County. 

“It gives our department great 
pride and pleasure to help make 
plates available to the citizens of 
the Commonwealth that honor 
veterans,” said Department 
of Vehicle Regulation 
Commissioner Tom Zawacki.

where a motorcyclist had been 
stuck under a van. He was 
rescued after people gathered 
around recognized the need and 
lifted the van up while others 
pulled the motorcyclist to 
safety. This story is an example 
of urgency to point out what 
urgency looks like and Christians 
are to share Christ with a sense 
of urgency.” 

Pastor Gus sensed the call to 
ministry when in his early 20s. 
Now, almost thirty years later, 
he is looking forward to sharing 
what he hopes is a down to 
earth and grounded perspective 
with the congregations at Cayce 
UMC and Crutchfield UMC. “I 
try not to put on the airs,” Pastor 
Gus noted. “I recognize that 
people don’t care how much 
you know until they know how 
much you care. I really believe 
in that principle and hope I 
keep myself grounded in that 
respect.” 

He also looks to members 
of his congregation to provide 
leadership for the church to 
serve in the community. “It takes 
three to five years for a new 
pastor to know the community 
well,” he said. “It can be tough 
for preachers when they might 
only be in the area for a few 
years before they move on. I

“I hope my time here helps 
the church to see itself as sort of 
a spiritual mash unit for people 
who are hurting in various 
ways,” he continued.

Kid’s camo. That’s how this 
whole thing got started. I’m 
flashing back to a five year 
old and standing in a pair of 
coveralls that are way too big 
for my arms and legs. The folks 
and I are at Hill’s Hardware 
in Union City, Tennessee. All 
part of preparation for deer 
season ‘85. “He’ll grow into 


them.” Mom explains to the 
clerk. At least for this season, I 
would resemble a bell bottomed 
version of Rambo. 

My Dad took up deer hunting 
in the early 80’s when deer 
weren’t quite as plentiful 
around western 
Kentucky as 
they are now. 

There was a 
time when 
a whitetail 
sighting 
required a stop 
on the side of 
the road with 
binoculars in 
hand, whether 
the deer were 
worth looking 
at or not. I 
can remember 
being in the 
back seat of 
the car as it 
pulled over 
quickly, the 
whole family Cory Ramsey 

looking for a 

brown dot along the tree line. 
Sometimes I saw it. Most of the 
time I just said I did. 

And then deer season itself. 
Complete with five o ’ clock wake 
up calls and one of the few times 
a year I was allowed a Mountain 
Dew. In a camo koosie, no less. 


Dad and I would deck ourselves 
out in that hideous pre-Realtree 
apparel that still resembled the 
military fatigues and head for 
the woods. 

We were in the bottoms. In the 
pointed edge of the bluegrass 
rests rich river 
silt that has 
been deposited 
over centuries. 
Some of the best 
farmland in the 
nation. North of 
Hickman is the 
“Upper Bottoms” 
while south 
near Sassafras 
Ridge brings one 
to the “Lower 
Bottoms.” For the 
life of me, I could 
for years never 
figure out which 
one was which. 
And heaven help 
if someone just 
said they were “in 
the bottoms.” We 
were, in fact, in 
the lower (I think). 

Here we were, up a rickety 
wooden stand 20 or so feet up a 
tree, and Dad sitting on a rusty 
metal folding chair somebody 
had no doubt swindled from 
a church fellowship hall. I 
remember the creak of the stand 


every time the November wind 
would blow, trying to welcome 
the day. I remember the daddy¬ 
longlegs hobbling across my 
boots dangling from the floor. 
I was in between Dad’s knees, 
not old enough yet to carry my 
own gun into the woods. He 
was prepared with a Remington 
.243. Other than that, the only 
other thing I remember was the 
inside of my eyelids. Glad one 
of us was on watch. Hunters 
spend time and money to pick 
out the most comfortable, warm 
hunting clothes and then wonder 
why they have such trouble 
staying awake in the deer stand 
at 5 in the morning! 

I was awakened by gunfire 
sometime later. An eight point 
buck had met his fate in the 
midst of the rut. All I saw was 
the woods. Down out of the 
stand and a short track to the 
animal to find it lying, harvested 
for the good of many meals that 
winter. 

Occasionally, I’ll return 
to those same bottoms three 
decades later and think of the 
smells and sights and sounds of 
those early days in the woods. 
And I’ll be thankful that such an 
appreciation of the outdoors was 
instilled at a young age. And in 
full kids camo.
